SCtiE BRITISH ART, which will open at Hie Cleveland Museum of 

Art on Tuesday, December 4, is an exhibition designed to show, in a limited way, the 
type of work now being done in Britain. On view will be paintings by Alan Davie, 

Terry Frost, ft wneAe-Bece n , ffpri Dirhoj-ile, Patrick Heron, Peter Lanyon, Ben Nicholson, 
Berbara B a iwTnvfh ^ Reg’SEiCilet , ^ynn-'.Ch ad wick , William Scott and Graham Sutherland as 
well as sculpture by Kenneth Armitage and Henry Moore. 

In the past British art has been dismissed in siMse quarters rather lightly 
but it has gradually become evident that Britain is producing contemporary art of 
note. The outstanding British artists, although belonging to an international rather 
than a national tradition, have come up with works of distinguished qxiallty. Generally 
their forms seem ‘harder” and more precise, less sensuous and lyrical than some of 
their American and French counterparts. These differences may possibly be attributed 
to a greater interest in literary content. 

All are for sale and 
Eay be seen in Gallery 26 through February 10, 1963. 
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
